ment, of Justice and the New York. 
New Haven & Hartford railroad have 
reached the point in their negotia­ 
tions where it was practically cer­ 
tain that the final policy of the gov­ 
ernment toward that road will be an­ 
nounced within the next forty-eight 
hours. 
It' the New Haven agrees to a oc. n- 
plete reorganization, which will insure 
the restoration of what the depart­ 
ment considers a fair 
measure 
of 
competition in the field of New Eng­ 
land transportation, it will be allowed 
to pursue its plans for such a reor­ 
ganization practically unmolested bv 
the government. 
If the railroad prefers to fight. At­ 
torney General McReynolds will insti­ 
tute proceedings as soon as possible 
under the anti-trust act to divorce the 
Now Haven from its steamship, trol­ 
ley and railroad holdings. 
Unofficial predictions favored 
the 
peaceful plan and it was the general 
belief that unless some 
unforeseen 
problem arises announcement of an 
agreement would bo made during the 
present week. 
The confident feeling that the New 
Haven and the department will arrive 
at a solution of their difficulties which 
will avoid a long struggle 
in 
the 
courts followed an all-day conference 
between Howard Elliott, chairman of 
the board of directors of the railroad. 
Attorney General M< Reynolds, T. \\ 
Gregory and Jesse C. Adkins, special 
assistants to the attorney general, in 
charge of this case. 
Mr. Elliott announced that he ex­ 
pected to remain in Washington until 
Thursday. 
To satisfy the department the New 
Haven must agree to relinquish con­ 
trol over the Boston & Main railroad 
and to cancel its 
joint 
agreement 
with the New York Central for the 
o peratio n of the Boston Ar Albany; to 
dispose of its trolley lines in New 
England and its steamship lines oper­ 
ating between New York and points 
on Long Island sound and New York 
and Boston and southern ports and 
Boston.
